silken red and white texture. While the 
kick was all taken out of the fat steer show 
through the elimination of all grand cham- 

jonships and interbreed competitions, our 
ys nevertheless were there with splendid 
showings in both breeding and fat classes. 

Just why interbreed competitions should 
be eliminated at any big fat stock show is 
a question we have pondered frequently 
without a satisfactory answer. The blacks 
never seek shelter, they are always ready 
for an interbreed fray, win or lose, and 
this competition is after all well worth 
while as it gives a comparative value at the 
block end of our breeding business, which 
is in fact the “Business end of our busi- 
ness.” Let’s have no more eliminations. 
The Bonnie Blacks don’t like to be barred 
on any account. 

Judge John C. Burns, of Ft. Worth, Tex- 
as, did a very fine piece of judging accord- 
ing to the best ringside talent. In the sen- 
ior bull section Brown’s two year old En- 
vious Marshall 8d, was made the senior and 
the grand champion bull of the show with 
St. Albans Farms showing Black Peer of 
St. Albans for the junior championship 
ticket. The senior and grand champion bull 
is a son of Excelsior Marshall 3d and the 
junior bull is sired by Erie Revolution, the 
bull used so successfully in the St. Albans 
herd and later sold to Henry Marshall of 


_ Indiana to head his fine herd. 


The female championship battle fell to 
the lot of Brown’s first prize aged cow, 
Edwina of Wheatland and Congdon & Bat- 
tles junior yearling cow Barbara of Rose- 
mere 100th, with the latter finishing with 
the grand championship ticket. The Brown 
cow is a daughter of Irenmere 6th a Rose- 
mere bred bull and the junior champion is 
a pure Rosemere product so the battle here

Club Work a Big Help. 

I joined the calf club because I like to 
work with fat calves. I chose the Aber- 
deen-Angus because they are a smoother 
breed of cattle. You are not troubled with 
horns, and the roughness and rangyness of 
the other breeds. Smooth and compact cal- 
ves can be selected from other breeds but 
inexperienced feeders cannot choose them 
when stocker calves. To prove that the 
Aberdeen-Angus are a superior breed of 
beef cattle we need only to look at last 
year’s record and we find that the grand 
champion 4-H Baby Beef. of the United 
States was an Aberdeen-Angus, also the 
grand champion baby beef of the world in 
the open classes was an Aberdeen-Angus 
named “Thickset”’. 

Due to the late organizing of the Digh- 
ton 4-H Club, I was denied the opportunity 
of selecting from a herd. Only the left- 
overs were available. I used barley in a 
large proportion because it is a more even 
flesh making feed. Corn was gradually in- 
creased until in the later part of the period 
only a small portion of barley was fed. For 
protein concentrate, I find linseed oil meal 
more economical and efficient than cotton 
seed meal. Alfalfa hay is indispensible as 
a bulky protein and mineral feed. 

The calves gained an average of two and 
one-fourth pounds per day. I think I could 
make a better calf if I were to feed again 
because I learned that you must know your 
calf’s individuality as to his likes and dis- 
likes, and also to select a better stocker 
to feed out, and most important of all I 
learned to judge fairly accurately both in 
selecting the calf and selecting his feed and 
and shelter. I think this will be a help to 
me no matter what vocation I follow— 
Lloyd Peck, Dighton, Kansas.
